MAKRA received his doctor of law degree in 1937 at the University 
of Budapest. He served in the army from 1937-39. Be then went to 
work in the Ministry of Defense, first in the Passport then in the 
Legal Division. Toward the end of 1940 he was transferred to the 
Ministers section and later became secretary to Vmlmos Nagy, who was 
Minister of Defense til June 11, 1943. Be served in the same capacity 
under the new Minister, Lajos Csatai til Oct. 1944* Be was then 
recalledtto duty in the army and assigned to the Ministry of Defense. 
Subsequently ©vacua tedwith the Ministry to Germany. After the war 
he returned to the Legal Divisiontil Feb. 1949, when he came to 
Munich by way of the French zone of ■Austria .
